has had a long and peculiar ac- 


quaintance with the president. 


"If you want to asl; me anything 


about Colonel Roosevelt, you can just 
KO ahc.-.d, for I'm never tired of prais- 
ing him—my best friend and the truest 
friend a man ever had," said Bill 
SevaH. "I know him, for I have eaten 
with him and slept under the same 
blanket with him. They say that to 
know much about a man you must 
know him in that way. 


"I told 
hirn when lie was only 


eighteen years old that he'd sit in the 
White House some day. 
Somethiug 


told me that he would, and you see it 
has turned out true. Ho used to laugh 
at me. He never wanted to be in pub- 
lic life then. 


"How did I come to meet Roosevelt? 


Well, it must be some twenty-five 
years ago that his cousins, Dr. J. West 
Roosevelt and W. E. Roosevelt, the 
banker, used to come here (Bangor) to 
hunt in the fall. 
Once they told me 


that they were going to invite a young 
relative of theirs up here. 


"They said his name was Teddy 


Roosevelt and that he was a college 
student. 
They cautioned me about 


him, 
saying he was a gritty, head- 


strong youngster, who had more sand 
in his crop than he hiid strength, and 
they wanted me to take the best care 
of him. 


'"Well, be came. 
He was a pale, 


rather delicate young man of about 
eighteen, but the toughest boy phys- 
ic-all}- and the greatest mentally that 1 
over met. He took the greatest inter- 
est in the woods and never complained 
of being tired, although I knew many 
a time that he was hardly able to drag 
himself home after a long tramp. 


"That boy would never give up. He'd 


always take the biggest end of the 
stick, too, and many a time I was 
afraid he'd collapse on me, but he 
would cheer right up and say he was 
as fresh as a daisy. Talk about grit! 
He was all grit. 


"He came year after year, and we 


went out into the woods. Among others 
he met Bill Dow, the fairest and squar- 
est man that even lived and the best 
shot in Aroostook Bounty. We were 
together on Roosevelt's ranch out in the 
Bad Lands, and it was a toss up who 
was foreman—Bill or myself. 


"When Roosevelt started out on his 


new career, he didn't forget us and 
asked Bill and me to go out to his 
ranch in Dakota. 


"The ranch was located on the Little 


Missouri, about thirty miles from Me- 
c'-ora, on the Northern Pacific. Medora 
was named after the wife of the Mar- 
quis dc Mores, and the marquis owned 
the lands on both sides of the Roose- 
velt ranch. Two of our men, named 
Reilly and O'DonueU. were told by the 
marquis that they were encroaching 
en his land. One day these two men 
were fired upon from ambush, Rcilly 
I-eing killed and O'Donnell crippled for 
life. The marquis was arrested and 
tried for the murder of Reilly, but his 
money saved him from the gallows. 


"Soon after this Bill and I were noti- 


fied that if we didn't get east, where we 
belonged, our bones would be found on 
the ranch, and the life of Roosevelt 
also was threatened. The De Mores 
crowd claimed that we were on their 
land. 


"A man named Paddock was De 


Mores' right hand man, and he made 
thf open threat that he would shoot 
Colonel Roosevelt on sisht. Roosevelt 
was in New York nt the time, but the 
day he got back to the ranch and heard 
what had been going; on ha mounted 
his horse and hunted up Paddock and 
slid: 


•' 'I understand yon have threatened 


to kill me on sight. I have come over to 
seo when you want to begin the killing 
and to inform you tbnt if you have 
anything to say against rue now is the 
time to say it.' 


"Paddock turned pale and stuttered 


out something about it being ali a mis- 
take; that lie had never made any such 
ll-.r.-als. U" innde all sorts of apologies. 
snd then llo<>M>vclt rode back to his 
ranch. The nwrnuis sent a letter say- 
ing that the colonel bad influenced one 
of the •witness* s against him in the

Story oi 
a PnreJiase That 


Earned tlie Boy Much Teasing. 
When Ulysses S. Grant was a small 


boy living in Georgetown, O., lie want- 
ed, like most boys, to own a horse, 
and one particular colt belonging to a 
man nas:cd Houston be wished espe- 
cially to have. -To indulge the boy's 
taste and buy the colt his father of- 
fered Mr. Ralston §20, but the owner 
valued the colt at $25 and refused the 
offer, taking the animal home with 
him. 


As the hours passed after the little 


horse had trotted away with its owner 
Ulysses' disappointment and eagerness 
for possession increased, and he final- 
ly begged his father to pay the $23 de- 
manded. His father said that $20 was 
all the animal was worth, but since 
Ulysses desired it so much he might 
go "to Mr. Ralston and offer ?20 again. 
If, his father added, he could uot' buy 
it for $20, he might offer §22.50, and if 
the owner would not let it go for $22.50 
he might, in order to obtain it, give §25. 


Ulysses therefore mounted a horse 


and set out for Mr. Ralston's. He was 
s>t that time probably about eight years 
old. 


When he found the owner, be told 


hirn. "Papa says I may offer 3'ou $20 
for the colt, but if you won't take that 
to offer you $22.30, and, if you won't 
take that to give you §25."

The 
schoolboys delighted in teasing him 
about it: schoolboys are very often 
little barbarians for tormenting one 
another, and they did not let Ulysses 
forget this one instance when he was 
behind the rest in cleverness. 


He kept the horse for several years 


and finally sold it for §20, the poor 
animal having become blind. Later 
he found it taken from the road and 
working the tread wheel of a ferryboat 
which plied between the Ohio and 
Kentucky banks of the Ohio river.

A tree forms one support for the big 
.xle made-"o£ aii>;iold cast iron pipe. 
Ihe "wheel" is square, mid at each of

i£ht passengers. Four big props, such 
s are used in the mines, support it. 
t is made of rough boards, and the 
cats are of board and swing freely 
n a pipe hanger. 
Placed at the top of a hill at one end 
f the town, the "wheel" commands a 
view of the entire city, as it is twenty- 
four feet high. It is'worked by a crank 
turned by man pov%-er, and the rides 
cost 5 cents each. Some of the ma- 
terial had to be purchased, and this 
was obtained with the understanding 
that it is to be paid for out of the re- 
ceipts.

This apparently Inconsistent stite- 


ment may be quite easily proved. \Viih 
accurate scales wigh u pound of lead, 
using ordinary shot for convenience; 
then with the same scales weigli a 
pound of feathers, putting them into a 
muslin bag for the purpose. The feath- 
ers and the bag together must weigh 
exactly a pound. 


Tho next step in tlio operation will 


show apparently that there is no dif- 
ference whatever in the weight of tlio 
two articles, for you put the shot in 
one pan of a balance and the bag of 
feathers in tUe other, and after a little- 
seesawing they will come to an exact 
level. 


A'ow, however, the scientific phase of 


the question presents itself, and you 
arc- reminded that in weighing the ar- 
ticles thus in the open air you have 
taken no account of tlie buoyant pow- 
er of tbe air, which boars everything 
up in proportion to tbe object's.bulk. 
As the bag of feathers Is of greater 
bulk than the shot, it is borne up more 
than tlie shot is, and for that reason 
it is necessary to uss a little more tha 
a pound of feathers to balance a poun 
of lc ad. 


This, however, is theoretical. 
Th 


practical proof is obtained when yo 
place the balance bearing tbe lead an 
the feathers on the receiver of an air 
pump and cover them with the glas 
bell. Then exhaust the air. and yo 
will find that the pan bearing the foath 
ers will sink and the pan bearing th 
lead will rise, thus showing that whei 
weighed in the ordinary way the quan 
tity of feathers used to make a poun 
is actually more than a poun(L—Nev 
York Press.

FINS OF THE FLYING FISH. 


They Are Used as Parachutes Rallicr

Out from the warmer seas fly the 


flying iish, the fish of which every one 
has heaid, which yet none cau see for 
the first time without a gasp of amaze 
ment. without a feeling as though be- 
holding the miraculous, the fihh whicl 
has given rise to more untruthful sto 
rius than any other Iish in all the seas 


Undoubtedly the flying Iish has wing 


like a bird; undoubtedly it flies, yet not 
as a bird. It does not flap the wing 
like, pectoral tins on which it is up 
borne, nor. once launched in the air 
can it change its course by any move- 
ment of its wings until it dips' again 
to the water. Yet it will pass a ship 
making teu knots iu the hour aud trav- 
el iu the air as fur as 500 feet at a 
time. 


Astounding, indeed, is the sight of a 


shoal of flying fibh taking to the air, 
skimming far over the surface when 
the sea is calm, leaping high over 
great waves when gales blow. 
Fish 


seem ludicrously out of their element 
in the air, but that fish should fly is 
not really more wonderful than that 
some animals and birds, like the otter 
or the penguin, dive and swim to per- 
fection. 


The flying fish's fins are really para- 


chutes to support and steady its body 
rather than wings to propel it The 
lobe of the tail gives propulsion to the 
body as it leaves the water. A (lying 
fish measures about a foot in length, 
and its long, transparent pectoral fins 
reach almost to the tail; but, though 
very large when expanded, they can 
be folded up very neatly. Its flight is 
short and intermittent, and it must 
needs continually dip into the sea to 
give itself a fresh start.— Pearson's.

Now York, Kept. 1.—For the coming 


season we find beautiful Kilk and wool 
fubrh'H in the Hhnpe of brocaded pop- 
lins. Koine of these lire thin nnd ul- 
iiiowt transparent, HO that a bright col- 
ored lining shown through indistinctly, 
but Ktill enough to afford u dainty and 
evanescent glimpse of tbe underlying 
color. Many more of them are thick, 
U.K is usual with pypliiiK and such other 
Lair and half material. Koiue of tlieui 
are simply brocaded black, but others 
hsne tufted figflres in white and dif- 
ferent colors. 


Tliore are also many woolen veilings 


with iridescent effects, and thcbe, like 
the- tliin poplins, are to be made over 
linings of different color. When these 
are well chosen, they are beautiful. 


NEW CHEVIOT SUIT. 


These light wool veilings will be worn 
quite late In the season, the fact of 
their being wool making them suitable 
for marked difference iri tu-.^i..^!^. 


Silk as well as tbe popliu lias the 


same kind of design, and in some pat- 
terns one sees a line of white threads 
which are thrown to the surface like 
stitches, making a stripe. At intervals 
along the stripes are small brocade 
flgjres 
in 
black. 
Tufts 
are also 


among the designs, and a black taffeta 
with, lines of white tufts makes a hand- 
some and striking gown. This tufted 
black silk is never seen in any other 
combination than the black and white. 
A new weave in silk is what is called 
nafte, or braided. 


Among the silks for the fall and 


wiuter are the ever beautiful cheney 
effects and pompadour as well as rich 
brocaded satin. Naturally these will be 
for iudoor dresses for more or less 
festive 'occasions. 


The new woolen stuffs are very 


rough and very coarse, but are un- 
deniably stylish. The niesh is thick 
and the thread uneven.

Rnnuell Snjje TellH How fbe Banker

at his summer home, at Laurence 
Beach, by a. New York World reporter, 
and he explained bow J. Pieipont Mor- 
gan could end the coal strike.

An Ancient Bible. 


In the Cottonian library in England 


is an old manuscript copy of a part of 
the Bible in Latin. 
The London 


Chronicle says it was used at the cor- 
onations of English sovereigns UOO 
years before the "stone of destiny" 
was brought from Scone to Westmin- 
ster by Edward I. 


If this be true, the use of this Bible 


for the purpose dates back to the year 
1000. It is a quarto of 217 leaves, con- 
taining the four gospels, and seems 
from the style of the writing and illu- 
minations, which are very beautiful, 
to have been made about the end of 
the ninth century. 
It narrowly escaped destruction in 


the fire at Ashburuham House in 1731, 
of which it bears evidence in its 
crumpled leaves and singed margins. 
There is some evidence that the son of 
Edward the Elder, Athelstan the Glo- 
rious, who was king of the West Sax- 
ons from 023 to 940, owned this Bible 
and gave it to the church of Dover.

THE PARADISE FISH. 


One of tlic 'Vr»K<lerftil Piscatorial 


Eai-ities Fotmd In Cliina. 


The oddest of all piscatorial rarities 


is the paradise fish of China. Like the 
German canary aud one or two other 
species of bird and fish, this little flnny 
beauty is tbe product of cultivation 
only, there being no place in the world 
where it is found in a wild state. In 
the land of the dragon they are kept 
and cultivated in ornamental aquari- 
ums, each succeeding generation of the 
little oddities exhibiting more diver- 
sified colors. The male is the larger of 
the two sexes, measuring wheu full 
grown three and a half inches. The 
body is shaped very much like that of 
a common puuipkiu seed sunlish, its 
color surpassing in brilliancy any fish 
heretofore cultivated for the aquarium. 
The head of macropoJns (that's his 
generic name) is ashy gray, mottled 
with irregular dark spots. The gills 
are azurine blue, bordered with bril- 
liant crimson. 


Tiie eyes are yellow and red, with a 


black pupil. The sides of the body and 
tbe crescent shaped caudal fin arc deep 
crimson, the former having from ten 
to twelve vertical blue stripes, while 
the latter is bordered with blue. The 
upper surface of the body is continual- 
ly changing color— sometimes it is 
white, at others gray, b'ack or blue 
The dorsal and anal fins are remarka- 
bly large, hence its generic name — 
Kincro, large: podus. fin or foot CotJi 
fins sre sbar-etl alike and arc strip'XJ 
with browa and bordered with a bright 
blue.
